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"READY FOR ACTION.

House is Aching to Get Hold of
Tariff Bill.

Much Business to Be Done
Before Adjournment.

WasnrsgrToN, Juns 28 — [Special ] —
All the signs indicate that the house is
clearing tho decks for action on the tariff
bill and the measures to follow it. It was
at first supposed that there would be quite
a prolonged flght in the house proper as
to instructions before the bill counld go to
the commities, bit thera are too many
persons anzious to bave other measures
brought gp. Tho ways and means com-
mittes admits that it is in & somewhat
disorganized condition and not able to act
upon the bill as specdily as the house de.
Gires. In the flet place it will be like tnk-
ing up an entirely new measure, and the
members swill have to go ever it laborious-
ly. The sickness and absence of Chair-
man Wilson have made all proceedings
since thoe kill passed the house a mere
blank to him, and owing to the pressura of
other business the other members have
not followsd the detrils in the senate any
more closely than any general reader
would do. For these and muany other rea
sons considernble time will be taken, and
meanwhile the supporters of at least a
dozen measures will be struggling for
precedencs in the house.

If
should be noted that she bil simply
waives the cinimof the federal governmont |
to exemmption, us tho supreme court has
decided that congress has the power to do.
It does not provide for taxing the green-
backs, but mercly that the states may tax
them ns they do other monoy.

The western advocates of a general plan
for tho reclumasion of arid lands sre also
cager fora dey in the house, but Chairman
Cooper is not disposed to give them o
show, as he thinks 20 years from now will
be time enough to bring any more land
under eultivation.

Mr. Haich is, of course, not satisfied
with results so far and wants a great deal
more done for the benefit of the farmers.
There 1s nlso & great brood of labor bills
and resolutions sslhhich have been almost
forgotten in the pressure of other matters,
but Chalruan Melsann insists that at leass
three of them must be econsidered at this
ses=lon.

TO WEAR ONLY HIS SHIRT.

That Will Be the Attire of Sante When
Guillotined.

Paris, June 25, —A despatch from
Montpellier,capital of the department of
Herault, announces an anarchist trugedy
growing out of the efforts of the police
to discover the accomplices of Cesare
Santg, the assassin of President Carnot
The detectives who have been at work in
Montpellier, decided to surround and
search the house of a man named Granler.
Granpier, it appears, during last Sunday
afternoon previous to the atitack upon
President Carnot was heard to remark:
“By this time Curnot must have received
his guietus.™

When Granier's house was surrounded
the detectives burst in the door and
sommoned the anarchist to surrender
Granier who was seated at a table, eat-
Ing his supper sprang to hiz feet and for
a moment stood motionless with surprise.
Then with surprising swiftness and before
the detactive could seize him,he picked up
a large and sharp knife and plunged it
into his abdomen, and with & few swift
turns of the wrist disemboweled himself.
He expired almost immediately. The
police then commenced a thorough
search of Granier’s lodgings, and accord-
ing to reports & quantity of anarchistic
literature was discovered, together with
documents which connect Santo with
Granier and others in the conspiracy
which resulted in the murder of Presi-
dent Cannot.

The pulice authorities admit that they
have estiblished beyond a doubt that
Santo and Granfer and the man named
Labore, who was arrested on Munday,
and others not yet in custody, plotted the
death of President Carno: in order to
avenge the executions of Ravachol, Vail-

REVOLVING HOUSES.

A Parisian Paper Tells 3 Very Ingenlons
Story.

Mauny very queer dwellings have
ondoubtediy been constructed in this
country.
shaped somewhat like pieces of pie,
have been built several Ltimes. and oe-
tagonsl houses are to be found. proba-
bly, in every state. But it is extreme-
ly doubtful whether any such house
was ever constructed as is described
in a Paris journal as being exceeding-
ly popular in the United States “‘on
account of the cyclenes.™

This house, in behalf of which the
Paris paper informs us that a patent
has been taken out, is tlie maison re-
volver, or revolving house, and is de-
seribed as follows:

“The model represents s house
mounted on an axis or pivot, and at
its two extremities are an immense
and powerfal weather vaneand a can-
non. When a pale comes, the house
turnus on its pivct, obeying the move-
ments of the weather vane.

*“T'his movement points the cannon
in the direction from which the gale
is blowing, and at the same time
automatically discharges the gon,

“As is well known. the effect of a
cannon shot on a eyclone is to produce
such a concussion in the atmosphere
8s instantly to break the force of the
wind, and even to change its course.”

The imhabitant of a “‘cyclone re-
gion" of America, is able. according
to this Parisian account, to sleep in
peace in his revolving house, confident
that, no matter how suddenly the
tempest may come, his weather vane
and pivot cannon will take care of
bhim and his family.
